1. Short Title, Extent and Commencement. 

(1 ) This Order may be called the Ajmer- 
Merwara Salt Prices Control Order, 1947. 

(2) It extend^ to the whole of Ajmer-Mer- 
wara. 

(3) It shall come into force from the date 
of its publication in the Gazette of India. 

2. Interpretations. — In this Order, unless 
there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, — 

(1) ‘ Salt ’ means salt imported from 
Sambhar. 

(2) 1 Salt Agent ’ means the person ap- 
proved by the District Magistrate, Ajmer- 
Merwara for importing salt from source. 

(3) 1 Wholesale dealer ’ means a dealer 
selling not less than a bag of salt in one deal. 

(4) 1 Retail dealer ’ means a person selling 
less than a bag of salt in one deal. 


EXPLANATION : — A dealer shall be 
deemed to be a wholesale dealer or a retail 
dealer according to the quantity of salt sold by 
him in one transaction. 

(5) ‘A bag of salt ’ means a bag contain- 
ing not less than 2 Maunds 18 seers of salt 
throughout the province except in Nasirabad 
cantonment area where it means a bag con- 
taining salt not less than 2 mds. 20 seers. 

(6) ‘ A mauud ’ shall be the standard 
rnaund of 40 beers. 

(7) ‘ A seer ’ shall be the standard seer 
of 80 tolas. 

3. The maximum rate at which salt Agent, 
Wholesale dealers and the Retail dealers at 
different places in the Province shall sell salt 
shall he as shown in columns 3, 4 and 5 respec- 
tively in the schedule appended to this Order. 

4. Any property in respect of which the 
trying Court is Satisfied that the provisions of 
this Order have been contravened may be 
ordered by the Court to be confiscated to His 
Majesty. 

5. This notification replaces notification No. 
R.43 dated 4th July 1946 Provided that any- 
thing done under the notification replaced shall 
he deemed to have been done under the cor- 
responding provision of this notification.

No, 2 4r|12|46- Public, — The Governor General 
in Council has decided to constitute Advisory 
Councils to be associated with the Chief Com- 
missioners of Delhi and Ajmer-Merwara in 
the discharge of their administrative functions 
and to lay down the following rules to rogu- 
late their constitution and procedure : — 

(1) Each Advisory Council will consist of 
the. Chief Commissioner, who will preside over 
the meetings, and seven other Members. Of 
these seven Members, one will be the repre- 
sentative of the Province in the Central 
Legislative Assembly, thre e will be elected by 
the local bodies such as Municipalities, Noti- 
fied Area Committees and District, or Local 
Boards and three will be nominated by th< 
Government of India. 

All residents of the Province will be eligi- 
ble for election : the membors of all local 
bodies will form one electoral body for this 
purpose and the election will bo on the basis 
of proportional representation by single trans- 
ferable vote. 

Nominated Members will be appointed by 
the Government of India in consultation with 
the Chief Commissioner and in making nomi- 
nations Government will ensure that the major 
communities are represented on the basis of 
population and that adequate representation 
is secured for rural interests. 

.(2) .The Chief Commissioner will seek the 
advice of the Council on 1 — 

(4) all financial matters except those which 
arC not subject to the vote of the Legislative 
Assembly except that items involving recurr- 
ing expenditure upto Rs. 25,000 and non re- 
curring upto Rs. 1,00,000 need not be referred 
to the Council; 

(b) matters of administration involving 
general policy, schemes of development and 
proposals for legislation but not on matters 


relating to the day-to-day administration or 
to individual appointments not involving a 
principle of any importance; 

(c) general questions touching the imple- 
mentation of general policy and schemes of 
development ; 

(d) any other matter which the Chief Com- 
missioner or the Government of India may 
refer to the Council. 

(3) Subject to Chief Commissioner’s dis- 
cretion to refuse in the public interest to give 
information or to allow discussion, Members 
will have the powers in regard to resolutions 
and interpellations analogous to and under 
similar limitations as those of Members of the 
Central Legislature. 

(4) Such officers as the Chief Commissioner 
may permit will be entitled to be present at 
the meetings and to participate in discussions 
oi furnish information but will not have the 
right to vote. 

5. The functions of the Council will be ad- 
visory only but though their advice will not be 
binding on the Chief-Commissioner due 
weight will be given to it by him in reaching 
decisions or making recommendations to Gov- 
ernment. 

6. The Advisory Council will meet at least 
once in three months.

The following instructions explain the pro- 
cedure which should be followed in the hold- 
ing of elections to fill the three elected members 
of the Advisory Council. 

1. Deputy Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara 
shall be the Returning Officer. 

2. Any person shall be eligible for election 
provided — 

(a) that he is a resident of Ajmer-Mer- 
wara and is duly nominated by an elected 
momber of one of tho local bodies men- 
tioned in the Annexed Schedule T and se- 
conded by another elected member of the 
said local bodies; and 

(b) that the nomination is accompanied 
by a declaration by the candidate that he is 
willing to serve as a member of the Advisory 
Council. 

3. Only elected members of the local bodied' 
specified in the Schedule are eligible fed vot- 
ing. 

N ote : — In the case of the District Board, 
those members who were originally elected 
and later nominated t 0 serve on the Board for 
its extended life shall be considered as clew- 
ed members for the purpose of voting. 

4. All nominations shall be submitted by th» 
proposer, seconder or candidate in person or 
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by Registered Post so as to reach the Return- 
ing Officer before 11 A.M. on 27th February 
1947 in the form -appended to these instruc- 
tions. 

6. The Returning Officer shall scrutinise the 
nominations on the 28th February 1947, com- 
mencing at 11 A.M. in the District Magis- 
trate’s Court and shall reject all nominations 
that are not in accordance with paragraphs 2 
and 3 of these instructions, Candidates may 
be present. 

6. It shall be open to any candidate to 
withdraw his candidature by intimation in 
writing to the Returning Officer on or before 
March 3, 1947, 11 A.M. 

7. On the 10th March such members of the 
local bodies mentioned in Schedule II as are 
entitled and willing to v.ote shall between the 
hours of 2 P.M. and 6 P.M. appear before 
the Returning Officer and on such identifica- 
tion as he considers satisfactory shall receive 
from him a ballot paper (Schedule 111) which 
he has authenticated. After indicating on the 
ballot paper his preferences in order, the voter 
will deposit it in a ballot box to be provided 
for this purpose by the Returning Officer. 

8. The Returning Officer will, at the conclu- 
sion of polling, seal the ballot box and send it 
to the Chief Commissioner, who shall immediate- 
ly transmit it to the Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India in the Home Department, P al- 
lot papers will then be examined and counted 
and the names of elected candidates will be 
communicated to the Chief Commissioner who 
shall cause the names of the candidates declar- 
ed elected to be published in the Gazette of 
India.

Amendments. 

1. P’or byelaw No. 7(1) the following shall 
be substituted namely : — 

”7(1) No mattey shall be laid before a 
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Special Meeting except by a direction by 
ordinary meeting, or Standing Su6-Committoe, 
or by any order of the President, or in his 
absence by the Vice-President, or the Sec- 
retary. ’ ’ 

2. For byelaw No. 9(e)„ the following shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

‘ 1 9(c) Any member may at any time dur- 
ing a meeting of the Committee or Sub-Com- 
mittee submit a point of order for the deci- 
sion of the Chairman but in doing so shall 
confine himself to stating the point. The 
Chairman 'shall decide all points of order 
which may arise or be referred to him. The 
Chairman may consult the wishes of the 
house if he so desires. His decision shall 
be final.”. 

3. For byelaw No. 9(e) the following shall 
be substituted, namely 

“ 9(e) A member desiring to make, any 
speech or observation on any matter under 
discussion in the meeting shall speak from 
bis place, shall rise when he speaks, and shall 
address the Chairman. ’ ' 

4. For byclaw No. 9(f) the following shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

”9(4!) A member shall stand when 
addressing a meeting. If at any time the 
Chairman speaks, the member speaking shall 
resume his seat.” 

5. After item O in byelaw No. 9 the follow- 
ing shall bo added as items (p), (q), (r), and 
(s) : — 

” (p) The members shall sit in such order 
as the President may appoint. 

(q) The matter of every Speech shall be 
strictly relevant to the matter under discus- 
sion before the meeting. A member while 
speaking shall not : — 

(i) refer to any matter of fact on which 
a judicial decision is pending ; 

(ii) make a personal charge against a 
member or Municipal employee ; 

(iii) make use of offensive expressions re- 
garding the conduct of the Indian or any 
local legislature or Sister Local Body or pub- 
lic institution. 

(iv) reflect upon the conduct of His 
Majesty the King or the Governor-General 
or any Governor or Iheir ministers or Chief 
Commissioner of any court of law in exer- 
cise of its judicial functions ; 

(v) utter treasonable, seditious, or de- 
famable words ; or 

(vi) use his right of speech for the pur- 
pose of wilfully and persistently obstruct- 
ing the business of the Municipal Committee. 

(r) The Chairman after having called the 
attention of the moeting to Ihe conduct of a 
member who persists in irrelevance or in 
tedious repetition either of bis own arguments 
or of the arguments nsed by other members In 
debate, may direct him to discontinue his 
speech, and bo shall discontinue if forthwith. 

(s) (i) The Chairman (shall preserve order 
and have all powers necessary for the purpose 
of enforcing his decision on all points of order. 


(ii) The Chairman may direct any member 
whose conduct is in his opinion grossly dis- 
orderly to withdraw immediately from meet- 
ing, and any member so ordered to withdraw 
shall do so forthwith and absent himself dur- 
ing the remainder of the day's meeting. 

(iii) The President may in the case of grave 
disorder arising in the meeting suspend any 
sitting for a time to be named by him.” 

6. The existing byelaw No. 11 shall be re- 
numbered as 11(1) and the following shall be 
Rdded as byelaw 11(2) : — ■ 

” 11(2)- The admission to the Meeting Hall 
Of : — 

(1) visitors to the Visitor’s gallery, and
